Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: applicant's representative wanted to discuss what appears to be the 
difference between the prior art of record and the instant claims, particularly: the claimed long strand glass fiber and 
the short fiber of the prior art. It was also pointed out that the claimed endplate is non-conductive while the prior art 
plate requires to be conductive. It was also pointed out that the long fiber enhances the flexural creep resistance and 
resistance to warpage based on Samples 1-3. However, the examiner contended that the magnitude of the length of 
fiber of the prior art appears to be substantially similar to the claimed one as well as the present claims are not 
commensurate to the disclosed examples (i.e. constituents, characteristics, etc.). It was also contended that the instant 
claims are silent to the specific non-conductive characteristic of the endplate. Accordingly, applicant's representative 
proposed to further amend the claim language in a manner to distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art, for 
example, by further limiting the claims to the specific long fiber characteristic (e.g. by using the language "a filler 
consisting essentially of the specified glass fiber" or any other language excluding other fillers/fibers) and its effect on 
the creep/warpage resistance. Applicant was advised that any amendment to the claims must be supported by the 
original disclosure as well as it would require additonal search. .
